Judge C. C. Edwards of Lake county, 
had the finest Ch'rlstmashe ever had in 
his life and all because, ;the announce- 
ment was made the. day before Christ- 
mas that he, a3 president of the Mc- 
Allister Hospital association was inter- 
ested in the furtnerance of a new me- 
morial hospital in Waukeganand in the 
public statement he explained how the 
campaign was to start to provide this 
beautiful memorial for the. boys who 
gave their liyes to the service. And 
here is how it happened: 

A man came to Judge Edward's house 
early in the morning and handed. him a 
liberty bond for $1000, explaining that 
that was his Christmas gift to the new 
hospital campaign fund, and he handed 
the judge a letter which explained his 
position in the matter. 

The judge was completely taken off 
his feet and he explained how his whole 
Christmas day was made the more hap- 
py as.the result of this splendid open- 
ing smash in the hospital campaign. 

A $150,000 hospital ^as a memorial to 
the Waukegan soldiers and sailors in 
the world war is to be erected. 

This is the plan, under way for some 
time, which isxformally announced- as 
Waukeganfs patriotic Victory Christ- 
mas gift to its heroic fighter? and to 
itself. / 

The'lBite already has been purchased, 
it is th J e Lehman tract of 20 acres. 
\Plans are under way for the first unit 
of .a series of buildings. 

The new # structure is to supersede 
and : replace McAllister hospital, this 
institution being merged into the Sol-, 
diers' Memorial Hospital. Judge C. C. 
Edwards, head of the hospital associa- 
tion, tells the entire, storyas follows: 

Permit me first of '. all, on. behalf of 
the committee, to express our, apprecia- 
tion to the press for refraining frorii 
giving this matter premature, publicity. 
It' was the desire of, the committee that 
this project should receive no publicity 
until asight had been secured, and we 
feel the press haa performed a public 
duty' in obeying the- wishes of the com- 
mittee in that respect. 

When the present board ;of directors 
of the Jane McAllister Hospital asso- 
ciation assumed theirduties, they were 
confronted with the problim of a build- 
ing and equipment adequate for, a city 
of 10,060 people, but wholly. inadequate 
to handle the situation of a city the size 
of Waukegan, to say nothing of future 

needs. 
The records of the hospital show that 

during the past year there was an aver- 
age dally attehdance'of thirty-one pati- 
ents. The total capacity, of the present 
hospital is fortyrthree, therefore it be 
came necessary on several occasions to

There have been three general meet- 
ings of this committee and iseveral 
meetings of sub-committees, and it is 
the sense of this committee, after some

Wilson Declares Light of Truth Would 
Prevent Wars— Tells . Paris Sar- 
bonne Germany Dared Not Tell Her 
Purpose to the World. 



Paris, Dec. 21.— The Matin was au- 
thorized to print an article, the first 
headline of which read: "Yesterday's 
Utopia, Tomorrow's' Kenllty," sets 
forth the inuhncr of procedure of the 
"promoters of u league of nations act- 
ing in agreement with the allied gov- 
ernments." 

The formation of a league of na- 
tions, the article says, will be in throe 
stages. The allied governments will 
decide the principles of such un or- 
ganisation, which will Include com- 
pulsory arbitration and limitation of 
armaments. Germany and her former 
allies will then he told that they must 
accept these principles, after which 
the treaty of peace will be formulated. 
Later a. conference* will be held to dis- 
cuss the formation of a league. Neu- 
trals will be admitted, the article con- 
tinues, but Germany would not have 
an equal standing until she had expl- 
oited her misdeeds, and before she can 
do so an International organization 
will be* working. 

Three Stages In Formation. 
"There will be three stages," the 
Matin says. "First, the allied govern- 
ments will settle among themselves the 
principles of the league. As a funda- 
mental rule they will set down the 
right of people to decide their own 
destinies. As a practical consequence 
it follows that there will be limitation 
of armaments and compulsory arbitra- 
tion among the nations. It seems In- 
dispensable that at this point the en- 
tente countries bind themselves to put 
these clauses in the preliminaries of 
peace. 

"It has appeared absolutely neces- 
sary to the promoters that the regime 
of the future world should be fixed in 
Its main outlines before there are any 
questions of indemnities and territo- 
ries, so that for the first time In 
history the deliberations of the pleni- 
potentiaries should be dominated by 
higher Ideals than mere Individual iu- 
tercst ;4|

Foes Hear U. 8. Anihem. 
Coblenz, Dec. 21.— For the lirst time 
since the occupation of their city the 
people of Coblunz heard "The Stiir- 
Spnngled Haulier." It was played by 
a French; band during a review of 
French troops by GeneralDlcknum. 

American olllclnls have directed the 
affairs of the city In the same unob- 
trusive manner that marked the actual 
Inking over of Coblcnz, and the 1 pass- 
ing of French troops through the town 
was the first time that anything like 
"show" has been attempted. 

When it was announced that n bat- 
talion of Algerians and a detachment 
of zouaves were scheduled to reach 
Coblenz today the French commander 
suggested a review by General Dlck- 
man. The ceremony, already far more 
Imposing than anything the Americans 
had 'offered, was made more Impres- 
sive for the Inhabitants of Coblenz by 
the presence of General Mimgln, who 
was accompanied by three other 
French generals. The parade was wit- 
nessed by small crowds of Germans on 
the sidewalks. They carefully sup- 
pressed any emotions they might have 
felt. The French did not stop, but 
continued northward to a sector they 
will occupy along the Itlilne. 

Give Stations of U. S. Troops. 
Washington, Dec. 20.— The location 
of 35 combat divisions and six depot 
divisions of the American army In 
France, Germany and. Luxemburg, as 
they were stationed on -November 28, 
was announced by the war department. 
Changes in commanding officers were 
trhown as follows: 

First division, Maj. Gen. E. F. Mc- 
Glachln; Third, Maj. Gen. Robert L. 
Howbc; Twenty-sixth, Maj. Gen. Harry 
C. Hale; Thirty-second, Maj. Gen. 
William Lasslter; Thirty-fourth, Mai. 
Gen. Charles D. Rhodes (from the For- 
ty-second); Forty-second, Maj. Gen 
Clement A. F. Flagler; Eightieth. Maj. 
Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis; Eighty-sixth. 
Maj. Gen. Charles G. Ballou (from the 
Ninety-second) ; NIntleth, Maj. Gen. 
Le Roy S. Lyons (from the Thirty- 
first) ; Ninety-second, Maj. Genu 
Charles II. Martin (from the Eighty- 
sixth). 

The Thirty-first, Thirty-eighth, 
Eighty-fourth and Eighty-seventh di- 
visions are also with the army of oc- 
cupation. 

Following nro the locations: 
. First division, Cnnnch ; Second, Mod- 
ernach; Third, Remlch, all In Luxem- 
burg. 
Fourth, Ilayangea, Germany. 
Fifth, Longuyon; Sixth, Ancervlller; 
Seventh, Euvezln, all in France. 
Truth Would Stop Wars. 
Paris, Dec. 23. — President Wilson, 
speaking at the University of Paris, 
defined his conception of the league of 
nations, fas a "moral force of men 
throughout the world," which would 
turn Its "searching light of conscience" 
upon any wrongdoing or aggression. . 

"Just a little exposure will settle 
most questions," he declared. "If the 
central powers had dared to discuss 
the purposes of this war for a single 
fortnight,' it never would have hap- 
pened, and If, as should be, they were 
forced to discuss It for a year, war 
would have been inconceivable." 

The president made his address at 
the ceremonies in connection with the 
conferring of law and, history degrees 
upon him. Among other things he also 
said : "There Is a great wind of moral

Rule of Conscience Laid Qown for 

War Savings Stamp Buyers by 

Federal Loan Director. 

•'How much of my Incomo must I 
set aside to help pay for the war and 
reconstruction?" 

Mnny buyers of War Savings stnmps 
ask this question. They do not believe 
that by investing In W. S. S. they are 
doing their full duty. A much larger 
amount Is put Into Liberty bonds and 
many of the stamp buyers contribute 
more than the W. S. S. maximum 
toward the maintenance of the Red 
Cross and other war agencies. It Is In 
figuring the war outgo as a whole that 
they ask the question. 

There Is no way to set a detlnlte fig- 
ure. . But It might be remembered that 
in Great Britain, where the per. cap- 
ita Income Is $230, the per capita sub- 
scription to war securities is $150; 
This does not Include contributions 
to the various war charities. In the 
United States the per capita Income Is 
somewhat higher and the Income tax 
considerably lower. A man In Eng- 
land having an Income of $2,400 pays 
$1,000 in taxes. 

British soldiers receive only SO 
cents a day, yet they contribute large- 
ly to war funds. The men In one Brit- 
ish division hnve $400,000 to their 
credit On some of the British war- 
ships the men have subscribed an 
amount equal to four months' pay per 
man. 

Eighteen million men, women and 
children In Great Britain, nearly one- 
half of the total population, have In- 
vested their money In war securities. 

The Bankers' Trust company of New 
York, Ln trying to rench a solution of 
the share problem, developed the fact 
that of the 23,500,000 family groups 
Into which our 100,000,000 population 
naturally falls, 23,140,000 having In- 
comes of $5,000 or less receive 70 per" 
cent of the national Income, which Is 
conservatively estimated to be sixty 
billion dollars, and 21,17r>,000 of these 
families— receiving Incomes of $2,000 
or less — are credited with receiving 
over two-thirds of the entire national 
Income. 

The Trust company has compiled a 
table which gives the estimated con- 
tribution for each family group from 
those receiving Incomes of $1,000 up 
to those receiving Incomes of $5,000,-

Franklin, director of the U. S. wnr 
loan organization nt Washington, 
said : 

"With n program that will In- 
volve the expenditure of more than 
thirty-six billion dollars during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1010, it Is 
evident that every citizen of the Unit- 
ed States must devote a very consider- 
able part of his total earnings to the 
needs of his country.

Selection of, the suit blouse Is a 
mucli more Important matter than 
mauy/women think.

| Two of the country's most powerful 
I enemies are wuste and extravagance 
because they take force from the 
building power that the United Stntes 
must put forth. Therefore It Is urged 
that the putting of material where It 
can be used again Is distinctly patri- 
otic. At the same time the Individual 
in the salvage service profits thereby. 
Waste material sold to keep It In active 
service helps the government In Its 
reconstruction work. If the proceeds 
are invested In War Savings stamps 
that Is another help for the^ govern- 
ment on which the individual draws 
interest 

"Let us prove -to the government," 
says the committee, "that for every 
man who fought overseas there are 
ten at home willing to make any sac- 
rifice required to help pay the war bills. 
If you cannot give your waste mate- 
rial for the good of your country, 
sell It 

"Old rubbers, rubber bags, tubing, 
automobile tires, old shoes, gloves, 
scraps of leather, woolen and cotton 
rags, carpets and clothing ln any con- 
dition can be used to good odvantage. 
Newspapers, wrapping paper, all scrap 
paper and string and cord of all kinds 
should be saved and sold Instead of 
being consigned to bonfires. Old 
gold and silver nre bought by the 
federal assay ofllce for remeltlng, 
while tinfoil, brass and metal junk, 
old linen, old architectural linen draw- 
ings and tobacco coupons are accept- 
able to the Red Cross. 

"In response to an appeal by the 
Natlonnl War Savings Committee Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson, Kx-Presldent and 
Mrs. Taft and Ex-President Roosevelt 
donated gold and sliver articles to the 
Treasure and Trinket fund and recent 
drives In Chicago hove filled various 
melting pots to overflowing. 

"Go through your home room by 
room nnd see what you can give or 
sell for the good of the nntion. See 
what old things you can use again to 
avoid unnecessary spending for new 
ones. See what you can pass on or 
mnke over to avoid drawing on the 
limited reserves of new material. 

"What the salvage bureau of the 
reclamation division of the quarter- 
master's department nt Washington 
has accomplished with waste material 
is pretty well known by this time nnd 
it should be an Incentive for every 
mnn, woman and child to help. 

"Sell nil you' can arid buy War Sav- 
ings stamps, thereby helping to put 
Illinois over the top."

Wcrn-Out Shirts Can Be Turned to 

Good Service in These Days of 

Hlgh-Priccd Cotton. 

Every woman knows that when n 
man's shirt has wornout cuffs and 
holes below the collnrhnnd, making the 
shirt unbearable, there Is still a quan- 
tity of good material left When there 
nre children In the family there Is gen- 
erally n way to use It; when not, It 
usually goes Into the rng-bag. 

An apron can be made of the materi- 
al and In these days of high-priced cot- 
ton goods It will pay well to use the 
goods in this way. Cut oft the neck- 
band and yoke; cut out sleeves; lay 
body of shirt out flat and cut out 
apron, making It as large as the goods 
will permit. The openings on the side 
are sewed up. A facing for the top 
of the apron Is cut from what Is left 
of one of the fronts. 

One sleeve will make the strings 
and the other sleeve will make a bib, 
Jf one is wanted, und with n little 
piecing a bib can be made with straps 
sewed Into strings at the back. 

This makes an apron that can be put 
on with one motion. No pins, and no 
buttons, nnd bib always In place. 



W. S. S. MONEY STAYS HOME. 

The War Savings commltlc for 1111- 
nnls cnlls attention to the fact that the 
amount of money received from Wnr 
Savings stnmps does not leave the 
country but comes back to the people.

Peace Comes to World After 

More Than Four Years of 

Bloody Fighting. 



END OF WAR COMES QUICKLY 



President Wilson Joins Allied States- 
men in Congress That Will 
Remake the Map of 
tho World. 

Great events crowded fast upon ench 
other during the year 1918. In the 
"early days of the year the German 
hordes threatened to overcome all 
the armies of the nations that wore 
lighting to save world civilization. 
Then the tide turned and within a 
few brief weeks the kaiser's grent 
armies had been crushed and were al- 
most In rout. Flnnlly, with a swift- 
ness that startled the world, Germany 
and her allies surrendered to the vic- 
torious armies of the allies. The grent 
war which for more than four years 
had drenched the soil of Europe with 
blood was at an end. The year ended 
wllli the world virtually at peace. 

The leading statesmen of all the 
great nations were assembling nt 
Paris during the closing days of the 
year for the peace conference which 
will remake the map of the old world 
nnd which. It Is hoped, will prevent 
ror all time another conflict such ns 
that which has just ended. New na- 
tions already had begun to arise out 
of the ruins of the central empires, 
nnd It was regarded as certain that 
01 hers would grow out of the peace 
conference. Despite the chaotic con- 
dition? existing In Germany and Aus- 
tri i. as well as in Russia, where civil 
war raged, the world looked forward 
to better times ns the new year 
dawned. 



HOW THE WAR WAS WON 



The year opened with the opinion 
generally prevailing that the world 
war could not be brought 'to n conclu- 
sion In less than eighteen months. It 
was an open secret that the German 
high command was planning to make 
a supreme effort on the western front. 
In Russia Premier Lenine and For- 
eign Minister Trotzky Intrenched 
themselves In power by dissolving the 
constituent assembly which met at Pe- 
trograd January 18. On January 21 
an all-Russian congress of Soviets was 
convened to replncc the constituent as- 
sembly. There was little activity on 
any front during the month, but on 
January 30 It was announced officially 
that American troops were holding 
front-line trenches In France, occupy- 
ing a sector northwest of Toul. 

The Americans holding this sector 
received their baptism of fire when 
they repulsed a vigorous Germnn raid. 
The Americans lost two killed, four 
wounded and one missing. On Febru- 
ary 5 the steamer Tuscanla, carrying 
2,179 American soldiers, was torpe- 
doed and sunk, with h loss of 159 
lives. On February the Ukraine 
signed a separate treaty of peace with 
the central powers. 

Conditions In Russia continued to 
be chaotic. The bolshevik! declared 
the war with Germany over but re- 
fused to sign the peace treaty demand- 
ed by Germany. The Germans there- 
upon renewed hostilities against Rus- 
sia, capturing Reval, Russian naval 
base, and advancing on Petrograd. Le- 
nine and Trotzky then announced that 
Russia was forced to accept the Ger- 
man pence terms. On March 3 the 
Russian delegates at Brest-Lltovsk 
signed the peace treaty with Gerraony, 
providing for the • cession of a vast 
area of Russian territory, the pnyment 
of a big indemnity and the disbanding 
of the Russian army and nnvy. 
Germans Begin Great Drive. 
On March 21 the long-heralded of- 
fensive of the Germans was launched. 
A terrific blow was delivered against 
the British lines on a front of more 
thnn 50 miles, extending from the Riv- 
er Oise, near La Fere, to the Sensee 
river, about Crolselles. Wave after 
wave of the finest Germnn troops were 
hurled nt the British lines, nnd In a 
few days had advanced 15 miles. The 
British Fifth array at the point where 
It touched the French lines was rout- 
ed, and for a time the allies faced dis- 
aster. The Germans continued to push 
southwnrd, and nt the end of 15 dnys 
had advanced 47 miles from La Fere 
nnd were within six miles of Amiens. 
Here the advance wns halted. In the 
meantime, on March 29, the allies, fac- 
ing a catastrophe, at last agreed upon 
a unification of command/and General 
Foch, the brilliant French lender, was 
placed In supreme command of all the 
allied armies. 

On April 10, the Germans shifted 
their attack and began the second 
phase of their offensive— a drlvo 
against the British In Flanders with 



the*-jhannel ports ns tho objective. 
HcYAgaln the British were forced to 
give ground, but there was no break 
sucft ns occurred earlier on the Somrao 
frontX The British and Portuguese J 
were sVept bnck along the River Lys. 
Tho Genninns took tho Mosslnes ridge 
nnd threV 125,000 men against the 
British beiow Ypres. But tho Ypres 
defenses held firm, and In the west the 
Germnns" failed In their efforts to reach 
Hazebrouck. v The terrific drive spent 
itself nnd the Germans had failed to 
threaten tho channel ports seriously. 

On April 22 the British navy execut- 
ed one of the spectneuhir feats of the 
war, blocking tho channel of Zec- 
brugge, a Gennan submnrlnc bnse. 

On May 27 tho Germans renewed 
the offensive with a powerful attack 
between 'tho Alsne and the Mnrne. In 
a day they swept over the Chemlo-des- 
Dnmcs on the heights north of the 
Alsne and crossed the river In a rush. 
Next they took Solssons nnd reached 
the Vesle. On they went to the Marne, 
extending .their front on the river from 
Chateau-Thierry to Verneull, and 
threatening Reims In their advance.. 
The drive was halted with the Ger- 
mnns occupying n front 1G miles wide 
on -the Mnrne. 

In the meantime the Americans had 
won attention on May 2S by taking 
Cnntlgny on the Plcardy front In n 
brilliant attack. 

On May 25, German U-boats began 
operations off the coast of the United 
States, sinking 11 ships. 

The German drive for Paris was re- 
sumed but the turning point was 
reached when on June G nnd 7 Ameri- 
can marines were thrown across the 
path of the ndvnneing army at Chateau- 
Thierry. The Americans not only 
stopped the Germans but drove them 
back two miles, capturing several hun- 
dred prisoners. 

In an effort to unite the Somme sali- 
ent with that of the Marne to provide 
a hose for another move toward Paris, 
the Germans launched another heavy 
attack west of Noyon on June 10. They 
made considerable gains on n 20-mlle 
front but the drive wns halted within 
two days. 

On June 11, Washington announced 
that the United States was then rep- 
resented on the battle line by 700,000 
men. 

Austrian Offensive Is Fiasco. 
Attention wns transferred from 
France to Itnly when on June 15 the 
Austrinns opened an offensive on the 
Itnllnn front from Aslago plateau to 
the sea. The attack proved a complete 
fiasco. It was repulsed at all points 
nnd the Italians pursued the fleeing 
Austrinns ncross the Plave, taking 45,- 
000 prisoners. 

The German commnnders mnde one 
last effort to break through to Paris 
when the crown prince's nrmy group 
on July 15, the morning nfter the 
French national holiday, launched an 
offensive nlong a front from Chateau- 
Thierry to Masslges, 30 miles east of 
Reims. 

This fifth and last phase of the great 
offensive failed most slgnnlly, being 
stopped on the third dny. The Ameri- 
can forces played a big part In tills sec- 
ond decisive buttle of the Mnrne. 
Allied Offensive Opens. 
On July 18 Gencrnl Foch nssumed 
the offensive. He struck the crown 
prince's right flank a vital blow and on 
the first dny the French nnd Americans 
fought their way for six miles along 
the Alsne, reaching the outskirts of 
Solssons. For two weeks tho great 
counter-offensive continued. On July 
29 the Americans met the crack divi- 
sions of German guards and defeated 
them In a stubbora battle at Sergy. 
Solssons fell to the French on August 
2 nnd by the following dny the entire 
Solssons-Relms salient had been wiped 
out. 

General Foch opened the second 
phase of his counter-offensive on Au- 
gust 8 when a surprise attack was 
launched on a 20-ralle front In Plcardy, 
the allies gaining seven miles at some 
points nnd taking 7,000 prisoners. The 
following day Balg's men gained 13 
miles in Plcardy and the next day the 
French, attacking on n 20-raile front, 
wiped out the Montdldler salient. 
Foch Hammers Foe. 
Then followed n serlps of sledge- 
hammer blows on all portions of the 
front, all fitting Into the general 
scheme of attack worked out by the 
master mind of Foch. On August 20 
Lnsslgny fell nnd the former Somme 
front was restored. British and French 
armies, nlded by American units, con- 
tinued the smash on the Somme front 
nnd on August 80 the Germans were 
hurled across the Somme. The British 
took Bapaume and were close to 
Peronne. Roye fell to the French nnd 
dozens of small towns were wrested 
from the Invaders. Further north the 
British smashed the Hlndenburg line 
and forced the Germans to begin a re- 
treat from the Lys salient. 

On September 12, the First Amerl- 
enn army, under the direct commnnd 
of General Pershing, began n brilliant 
nctlon which wiped out the difficult 
St. Mihlel salient In three days. The 
Americans took 20,000 prisoners In 
this nctlon. 

Serblnn, French and Italian forces, 
on September 18, launched n big drlvo 
ngnlnst tho Bulgnrs In Macedonia. Al- 
most simultaneously the British broke 
1 the Turk lines In the Holy Land. 



(The first decisive break In the ranks 
of the central empires came on Sep- 
tember 27, when .General Mallnoff, 
commander of the Bulgnr armies 
which were routed before the advanc- 
ing Serbs and French, asked for an 
armistice. On September SO Bulgaria 
accepted tho armistice terms pro- 
posed by thu. allies and surrendered 
unconditionally. 

Teutons Move for Peace. 
-Turkey moved for peXtcc on October 
4 nnd the Germnn people were thrown 
Into n panic ns they saw their allies 
crumhllng. Prince. Max.' who had now 
become German chancellor , addressed 
a note to President Wilson, asking that 
steps be taken Immediately to conclude 
an armistice and to open pence nego- 
tlntlons. President Wilson nnswered 
by asking whether he spoke for the 
people or the then rulers of the empire 
and whether the proposal was based 
on nn acceptance of tho presidents 14 
pence points. Meanwhile the drive on 
the west front continued, nnd the Ger- 
mnns were driven from much ground 
that they nnd held since. 1014. The 
Hlndenburg line wns smashed nt ninny 
points. Pershing's men broke tho foe's 
main line of defense west of the Mouse 
nnd nfter days of bitter fighting clear- 
ed the Germans out of Argonne forest. 
The Germans were forced to abandon 
the Chemln des Dames nnd to retreat 
on n long line from Lnon as far east 
as Argonne. 

Germany sent another note to Pres- 
ident Wilson on October 12, ncceptlrig 
tlie hitter's 14 pence principles nnd 
urging the president to transmit Its 
prnposnl for an armistice to the nllles. 
The answer of the allied armies to 
the German pence proposals was to 
deliver still harder blows at the retir- 
ing enemy. In the north the Belgian 
army, led by King Albert, co-operat- 
ing with the British, begnri to sweep 
the Germans from the Belglnn const. 
Chancellor Max, on October 21, sent 
another pence note to President Wil- 
son, denying the charges that the Ger- 
mans had been guilty of atrocities on 
land nnd sen, and again giving assur- 
ances that the new government repre- 
sented the people of Germany. Presi- 
dent Wilson replied two dnys Inter, 
agreeing to transmit the request for 
nn armistice to the nllles. 

Italians Rout Austrinns. 
As this note was delivered tho allies 
were smashing the Germans at all 
points on the western front nnd on 
October 24 the Itnllans launched n 
great offensive ngnlnst the Austrinns 
on the Plave front, who within n few 
days were In headlong flight with the 
Italians In pursuit. The Americans 
continued to smash the Germans In vi- 
cious attacks west of the Meuse. 

The month of November opened with' 
the German armies facing utter rout, 
the armies of her allies completely 
shattered and the end In sight. Tur- 
key surrendered uncondltlonnlly to tho 
British and the Austrinns begged for 
nn urralstlce, while their nrmles were 
In full flight. The allied war council 
at Versailles began to prepare tho 
terms to be submitted to the Germnns. 
The American First army smashed 
the German lines nt Grand Pre nnd 
advanced seven miles west of the 
Meuse as the enemy line cracked. 

Austrla-Hungnry, on November 8, 
accepted the armistice terras which 
provided for uncondltlonnl surrender, 
hostilities censing at three o'clock 
November 4. 

On November 5, President Wilson 
notified Germany to apply to Marshal 
Foch for terms, he having been in- 
formed that they had been prepared 
by the allied war council. 

German envoys were appointed arid 
nppronched the allied lines but In the 
meantime tho allied armies did not 
lessen the pressure they were exert- 
ing on the enemy. The Americans, 
having Inflicted a severe defeat on 
the enemy, clearing the whole front be- 
tween the Meuse and the Alsne, rapid- 
ly advanced toward Sedan, cutting the 
vital communications between Metz 
nnd tho long German lino extending 
to the north. 

On November .the knlser nbdlcat- 
ed nnd the crown prince renounced 
his claims to tho throne. The govern- 
ment of Germany passed Into the con- 
trol of tho soclnl democrats and 
Ilerr Ebert was made chancellor. The 
knlser fled to Holland nnd was per- 
mitted to reirinln there by the Dutch 
authorities. At the same time vnrl- 
ous other Germnn princes abdicated 
arid soldiers and workmen's councils 
sprang Into existence at many points. 
Germans Sign Armistice. 
On November 11 the German en- 
voys signed the armistice which 
amounted practically to uncondltlonnl 
surrender. 

The armistice became effective at 
11 n. ra„ Paris time, November 11. 
With the cessation of hostilities 
revolution spread through Germany 
and Austrln. Emperor Churl es of 
Austria abdicated and a people's gov- 
ernment wns set up. 

Cnrrylngout the terms of the armis- 
tice the Germans surrendered, 71 war- 
ships to the allies oa November 21, 
Conditions were very unsettled In 
Germany during tho closing weeks of 
the year, the socialist government ap- 
parently sharing power with tho sol- 
diers and workmen's councils. Plans 
were under discussion for "the sum- 
moning of n constituent assembly to 
determine the future character of the 
government but activities of tho rad 



leaf socialistic element under the lend-, 
ershlp of Herr Llebknecht threatened 
to disrupt tho entire former. empire. 
On November' 20 President Wilson 
announced that he would hend the 
American delegation to the pence 
conference nnd that the other dele- 
gates would, be Secretary of State 
Lnnslng, Col. E. M. House, Henry 
White, former ambassador to France, 
and Gen. Taskcr II. Bliss, United 
States military Yepresentotlvo on the 
supreme war council. The president; 
accompanied by the other peace dele- 
gntes and n large party of assistants, 
sailed for France December 4. 

President Wilson arrived at Brest 
December 13 and proceeded to Paris, 
where he was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception. 

British, French, American aod Bel- 
gian .armies of occupatloo advanced 
Into Germany ns tho Germans retired 
In accordance with the armistice, tho 
allied armies reaching the Rhino dur- 
ing the early days of December. 
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Practically every phase of American 
life felt- the dominating Influence of 
war throughout the year 1918. 
' In tho field of natlonnl leglslntlon 
woman's suffrage nnd nationwide pro- 
hibition were urged ns' war measures. 
Tho woman's suffrage amendment 
wns defeated In the senate October 1, 
after having passed the house. A 
nutloii-wldc prohibition measure, to 
become effective June 30, 1D10V was 
enacted by congress nnd approved by 
tho president November 22. On .Sep- 
tember President Wilson had or- 
dered the manufacture of malt liquor 
stopped 'on December 1, ns a food- 
conservation measure. 

Government control of the railroads 
was followed during this year by gov- 
ernment control of nil telegraph nnd 
telephone lines. Congress on July 13 
authorized the president to take con- 
trol of the wires and the government 
nssumed control on July 31. On No- 
vember 17, the government also took 
control of all Atlantic cnble lines. 

The first general election since tho 
United Stntes entered the war was 
held on November 5. The Republicans 
won both houses of congress, the sen- 
ate by. a majority of two nnd the 
house by n margin of more than forty. 
During September, October nnd No- 
vember the entire country was swept 
by a serious epidemic of Spanish In- 
iluenza. Thousands of soldiers In the 
array camps and other thousands of 
civilians succumbed thereto and to 
pneumonln. 

The country wns surprised on No- 
vember 22 by the resignation of Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo as secretary of the 
treusiiry^ arid director general of the, 
railroads. Representative Carter Glass 
of Virginia was named" to succeed Mr. 
McAdoo as secretary of the treasury 
December 5. 

Oa November 28 Governor Stephens 
of California commuted to life impris- 
onment the death senteuce.ot.HJlpmas 
J. Mooney, convicted In connection 
with the deatli of ten persons from a 
bomb explosion la San Frunclsco dur- 
ing a preparedness parade July 22, 
1910, 
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The map of Europe was being rc- 
mnde as the year 1018 came to a close. 
Tho Czecho-Slovak republic was al- 
ready In existence before the close of 
; the war, having been recognized as an 
Independent belligerent government by 
tho United States, Grent Britain, 
Franco and Italy, but the coming of 
pence saw the formal establishment of 
this new government at Prague. Tho 
end of the war also practically assured 
the rising of a great new Polnnd, mnde 
up of most, If not all, of the territory 
divided up years ago among Germany, 
Austria nnd Itussln. Finland threw 
off the shackles placed upon her by 
Russia and out of the turmoil of civil 
war emerged as a free nnd Independent 
nation. The peoples of other smaller 
subject states asserted their Independ- 
ence. 

Civil war continued to threnten the 
new republic of China throughout the 
year. Hsu Shlh Chang was elected 
president of the republic on Septem- 
ber and during the. next few months 
•reports indicated a possibility of an 
agreement being reached between tho 
northern and southern sections of the 
country. 

Peru nnd Chile were reported on tho 
brink of war during the closing weeks 
of tho year. Tho trouble between 
these countries, was an outgrowth of 
the nitrate wnr of years ago in which 
Chile won Tnonn and Arlcn. 

Dr. Sldonla Paes, president of Por- 
tugal, was shot and killed nt Lisbon, 
December 10. Tho assassin was killed 
by the crowd that wltoessed tho crime. 
Two days later Admiral' Canto Y. Cas- 
tro was elected president of Portugal.
